The  BYU  cagers  arrived  home  Tuesday 
evening  after  falling  to  St.  Joseph’s,  88-74, 
on  New  Year’s  Day. 

Prior  to  testing  the  Hawks,  the 
Cougars  lost  out  to  Oklahoma 
City,  91-88,  in  the  finals  of  the  All 
College  Tournament  following  vic- 
tories over  Xavier,  87-75,  and  Vir- 
ginia Tech,  97-64. 

Before  hitting  the  road  for  the 
Holiday  outings,  the  Y quintet 
saw  its  home  floor  win  streak 
stopped  at  27  by  Santa  Clara,  80- 
75,  on  Dec.  22.

In  a religion  class  today  I was 
reminded  of  what  I feel  to  be  a 
spirit  of  bigotry  not  uncommon  in 
some  elements  of  the  Mormon 
society. 

I had  drawn  some  parallels  be- 
tween the  early  Church’s  appeal 
for  civil  rights  or  protection  from

classmate  was  that  there  was  no 
parallel  because  the  Mormons 
were  losing  what  they  had  while 
the  Negros  are  asking  something 
for  nothing. 

I am  repulsed  by  this  pious  at- 
titude that  the  poor  want  some- 
thing for  nothing,  infering  that  we 
have  earned  every  blessing  we 
have.  I refer  to  the  scriptures  be- 
cause it  is  doubtful  that  the  pious 
bigots  would  believe  me  other- 
wise—if  at  all. 

King  Benjamin  is  rebuking 
those  who  say  they  will  stay  their 
hand  from  helping  the  poor  for 
the  poor  have  brought  their  mis- 
fortune upon  themselves. 

“.  . . For  behold,  are  we  not  all 
beggars?  Do  we  not  all  depend 
upon  the  same  being,  even  God, 
for  all  the  substance  which  we 
have  . . . and  behold,  even  at  this 
time,  ye  have  been  calling  on  his 
name,  and  begging  for  a remis- 
sion of  your  sins.”  (Mosiah  4: 
19-20) 

I personally  have  much  to  be' 
thankful  for.  I am  grateful  for  my 
parents  and  the  prosperity,  both 
material  and  spiritual,  into  which 
I have  been  born.  I have  no  room 


to  condemn  those  who  want 
“something  for  nothing.” 

We  who  are  so  fortunate  ought 
to  be  more  concerned  with  help- 
ing the  less  fortunate,  and  less 
concerned  with  rationalizing  our 
own  selfishness  by  piously  con- 
deming  those  who  seek  equal 
rights  and  privileges.

Proper  Jurisdiction  Still  Wanting 


As  school  let  out  for  Christmas  vacation 
an  issue  of  considerable  importance  re- 
mained unresolved.  The  IOC  had  not  met  as 
a body  to  discuss  the  problems  of  the  CAA 
and  recommend  action  to  be  taken  against 
the  club. 

The  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  was 
ordered  to  disband  by  Bob  Baird,  Advisor 
to  the  IOC,  on  the  basis  of  his  own  decision 
rather  than  by  order  of  the  council  author- 
ized to  handle  such  matters. 

Since  the  IOC  is  composed  of  students 
and  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  con- 
trolling student  organizations,  such  a nega- 
tion of  student  authority  by  an  advisor 
should  vigorously  protested. 

Recognizing  this  incident  as  a threat  in 
responsible  student  government.  Student 
Body  President  Paul  Gilbert  has  requested 
that  the  decision  to  disband  the  CAA  be
